W have a state agency, Division of Child and Fam |y
Servi ces, who has cone in here and toured our facility here, and
it appears that they have negotiated a | ease to take over
approximately two thirds of the space we presently occupy. It's
a longer termlease than the renmainder of ours, so it's a good
thing for the | andl ord.

We don't know yet for sure. The exchange of e-mails I
have seen says that we continue to pay our remai nder on the, what
we have. But, we are negotiating to either buy that out or see
if we can work out a way to get out of the |lease for the

remai nder of the two years, the thousand feet that would renmain
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here that we woul dn't be occupyi ng.

So, we're trying to do that.

Best-case scenario, we get out of the |ease al
together. Wbrst-case -- wi thout paying anything. |In between
woul d be maybe pay sonething, or buy out or help with the renodel
or whatever. W don't know yet.

Worst-case is none of that works and we end up paying
the | ease, which still saves us 66 percent of our |ease costs for
t he bal ance of the term So, either way it's a good deal

Wth our nove, the next conm ssion neeting will be held
in the NDA building, I"mnot sure yet how we are going to handle
that to the south. W are going to nove this video conferencing
systeminto the Departnment of Agriculture. It will be a backup.

We have scheduled to use their facility and their video
conferencing, when it's available. However, that's a heavily
used conference room And in the nonth of August, we knowit's
not available. So, we'll be working that out between now and
then, and let you know what we're going to do.

In July, the problemw Il be that we will be using
their facility, but it won't go to that, to your offices down
there. It may be that you will have to go over to the Departnent
of Agriculture office on Macleod to get to that facility until
things are finished up, whatever is going happen

So, we don't know that yet. We'Ill let you know And

And that's really inpressive
when you go, it was pointed out as we were standing there, when
you go into their offices over there and they do these tours,
they've got pictures of the each nonth of the progress that they
have made. And the interesting thing was the first tinme they put
equi pnment on the ground and did anythi ng was August of 2012, and

they anticipate being in production Decenber of 2013 on an 84

mllion dollar plant. You couldn't even get the permts for that
in any other state in this union, | don't think, in that |ength
of tine.

So, it has really been inpressive how quickly it's
gone, and how nuch cooperation there's been. So, just exciting,
and obvi ously good for the dairy industry. And there is a report
of that 3,000 cow dairy. It will be going into Smth Valley.

I think it's about 99 percent certain it's going to
happen. And that one's comng. There's Pal adinis bought the,
think it's the old Allegri dairy in Fallon, and that's to reopen
That's about 1,500 cows as | recall. So, there's at |east 4,500
of the 15,000 cows there that we're | ooking for, and conti nuing
to nove forward.

 16            COMMISSIONER COLLIER:  Very good, Lynn.  Thank you very

 17  much.  And thank you for your service.  And we wish you well in

 18  your new assignment with the state.  I know that will be a big

 19  challenge for you.

 20            MR. HETTRICK:  I think a big learning curve.  I look

 21  forward to it.

 22            COMMISSIONER COLLIER:  Big learning curve.  Right,

 23  right.  So, with that, do we have any legal things that are

 24  pressing against us, Mr. Goedert?

 25            MR. GOEDERT:  No, not that I know of.  Everything seems
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 01  to be fairly quite and well running.  And we have made some

 02  progress with the legislature and the governor.

 03            I'm real proud of the fact that the governor vetoed

 04  that bill.

 05            COMMISSIONER COLLIER:  For the record, would you say

 06  which bill it was that he vetoed?

 07            MR. GOEDERT:  The milk bill that they were trying to

 08  have raw milk available to anyone and everyone.  And that was,

 09  that took a little bit of intestinal fortitude to do that.  So,

 10  the governor should get a big star on his door for that as well

 11  as our staff.

 12            COMMISSIONER COLLIER:  Probably a combination of both.

 13            MR. GOEDERT:  Yep.

 14            COMMISSIONER COLLIER:  Okay.  With that, are there any

 15  other considerations to come or matters to come before us or to

 16  the dairy industry in the State of Nevada?

 17            MR. HETTRICK:  Unless Dave has any comment.

 18            COMMISSIONER CROWTHER:  And I just want to thank Lynn

 19  as well for the service he's done.  He's taken us in a good

 20  direction.  When he came on board, we were starting to move in a

 21  direction toward marketing and trying to promote dairy, in

 22  Nevada, and I think he's done a good job of spearheading that.

 23  So, we appreciate that.

 24            MR. HETTRICK:  Thank you very much.  I have to say, and

 25  I'll say it again.  I've said it every time I think I have talked
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 01  about any of this.  The staff here has done great job.

 02            Been willing to step up, change roles, wear cow suits

 03  and go to fairs.  And, I mean, it's really been, it's been a

 04  group effort, believe me.  It's just been fun to be involved with

 05  it, and see some results.  That's the nice thing.

 06            COMMISSIONER COLLIER:  Very good.

 07            MR. HETTRICK:  Dave wants to.

 08            COMMISSIONER COLLIER:  Yes, sir.

 09            MR. COON:  Yes, Dave Coon, for the record.  We want to

 10  express our continued appreciation for the commission and the

 11  role that it plays in assisting us within the industry.

 12            Inasmuch as this is Mr. Hettrick's last meeting, we

 13  want to express our gratitude to him.  I've met with him several

 14  times and expressed concerns about the transition to the

 15  Department of Agriculture, and we're thankful for his

 16  reassurances that things will continue to function and, you know,

 17  continue to do the good work that they have been doing for so

 18  long within the state.

 19            And on behalf of all of us, Lynn, at Anderson Dairy,

 20  thank you for your service and for your availability all the time

 21  to be able to discuss issues and concerns with you.  We wish you

 22  the very best in your opportunity.

 23            So, good luck to you.

 24            MR. HETTRICK:  Thank you.

 25            COMMISSIONER COLLIER:  Thank you very much.  Is there
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 01  any other public comment or comments?  By anyone?  Anybody want

 02  to say anything?

 03            Now, is Ted going to be our new executive director?

 04            MR. HETTRICK:  You bet.  Tom is going to be our

 05  executive director.

 06            COMMISSIONER COLLIER:  I meant Tom.

 07            MR. HETTRICK:  I was going to slip that by, and you

 08  didn't have to say anything.  They haven't changed the title, but

 09  Tom will be running the show, yes.

 10            COMMISSIONER COLLIER:  Does he get a raise?

 11            MR. HETTRICK:  I recommended that, but I haven't seen

 12  that.  He gets the work though.  He was doing the work before.

 13  So, I think he's more than up to it.

 14            COMMISSIONER COLLIER:  Okay.  Well, is there anything

 15  else to come before the good of the board?

 16            MR. HETTRICK:  No.  I think we're done.

 17            COMMISSIONER COLLIER:  Anybody have any other comments

 18  from the south?  This is probably going to go on record as the

 19  shortest meeting ever.  And what is it that our chairman always

 20  says?  He's got a buck bet on this?

 21            MR. HETTRICK:  Yeah.  I think it's a buck on the

 22  shortest meetings.  I think he's going to have to pay up.

 23            COMMISSIONER COLLIER:  I'll entertain a motion to

 24  adjourn the meeting then.

 25            COMMISSIONER CROWTHER:  I will make a motion to adjourn
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 01  the meeting.

 02            COMMISSIONER COLLIER:  And I'll second it.  Meeting

 03  adjourned.

 04            MR. HETTRICK:  Thank you all.
